Our  fore-fathers,  who  celebrated 
the  first  Thanksgiving,  had  much  to 
he  thankful  for.  They  ipere  grateful 
for  the  food  that  they  had  been  able  to 
wrest  from  a hardy  soil;  that  their 
small  numbers  had  not  been  obliterated 
by  the  Indian  tribes  who  surrounded  them, 
(.just  as  the  remnants  of  those  same  In-  j 
dian  tribes  today  give  thanks  that  some- 
one was  kind  enough  to  give  them  an  area 
about  one-hundred-thoudan&th  the  size 
of  their  original  domain  to  exist  on). 

And  how  about  us?  We  make  no  at- 
tempt in  these  columns  to  suggest  what 
you  should  be  thankful  for.  We  simply 
urge  you  to  stop  and  think  about  what 
you  have  to  be  thankful  for. 
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With'public  sentiment  against  war  ar 
oused  to  its  highest  peak;  with  the  Lea- 
gue of  Nations  in  almost  constant  session 
supposedly  in  the  interests  of.  peace;  with 
spontaneous  organizations  arising  every- 
where, militantly  pacific,  such  as  World 
Peaceways,  the  League  against  War  and  'Pac 
sism,  etc  , etc. ; with  Students' and  Cler- 
gy in  demonstration  after  demonstration 
demounting  War  as  the  unnecessary  pitifu- 
lly stupid  mass-murder  that  it  is,  still 
Italian  "bombing  planes  carry-on  Pascist 
"civilization’1  of  the  african  rac^s.  Stil 
hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  innocent  Chines 
families  flee  in  terror  for  their  lives  a: 
troop  after  troop  of  Japanese  are  marched 
in  to  "investigate"  the  shooting,  acciden 
tal  or  other-wise,  of  a solitary  Japanese 
marine.. 

Riding  higher 'and  more  triumphantly 
than:  the -tide  of  peac*  ful  sentiment  is  tlw 
Armament  Race  being  carried  on  by  the 'lar- 
ger powers:  an  almost  exact  repition  of 
the  race  that  led  up -to  the  last  war.  The 
Naval  Race;  the  Aircraft  Race;  the  Tank 
Race,  etc.,  etc.  President  Roosevelt  de- 
clared this  country rs  neutrality  in  a re- 
cent speech.  But  this  is  no  guarantee  th- 
&t  we  will  stay  out  of  "the  next  big  one" 
Economic  pressure  is  the  -most  deciding 
factor,  and  if  Big  Business  sees  be'foje  i 
a mirage  .of.  immediate*'  monetary  profit  it 
will  attempt  to  force  us  in  with  lobbying 
and  propaganda. 

Since  we  are  the  ones  who  do  the  fi- 
ghting, no  matter  who  brings  on  the  war; 
since  we  are  the  ones  who  commit  murder 
and  get  murdered,  who  break  the  greatest 
of  Christ’s  Commandments,  who  destroy  and 
are  destroyed  in  a man-made  Hell,  it  sh- 
ould be  clear  to  us  that  it  As  our  duty 
to  foster,  protect  and  advance  this  wave 
of  p aceful  sentiment,  this  clear-headed 
and  active  attempt  to  dig  out  and  destroy 
the  roots,  the  causes  and  seeds  of  War. 


A strike  is  the  only  legal  weapon 
with  which  a laborer  can  fight  the  employ- 
er's ever  ready  threat  of  wage-cut,  "speec. 
up",  lay-cff,  sweat-shop  etc..  When  cor- 
rectly used  it  is  a most  effective  weapon 
that  is,. when  the  employer  doesn't  use 
some  of  the  lawless,  non-legal,  inhuman 
methods  developed  by  some  slave  driver  to 
break  the  strike..  In  New  York,  at  the  pre 
sent  time  there  exists  a company  whose 
sole  purpose  is  to  break  strikes.  The  man- 
ager has  in  his  possession  the  names  and 
addresses  of  several  hundred  thugs,  black 
jackers,  petty  criminals  and  strong  arm 
men.  When  some  .factory,  owner  wishes  to 
break  a strike;  he  contacts  this  company, 
arranges  for  transportation,  and  is  soon 
ILble  to  sit  back  and  see  this  gang  of  th- 
ugs(desend  on  the  picket  line  of  honest 
laborers  and  begin  breaking  heads,  arms 
and  legs.  Ig  the  picket  line  proves  too 
strong  for  the  thugs(as  it  did  in  several 
cases  involving  longshoremen,  stevedores 
and  iron-and-steel  workers)  the  factory- 
owner  lias,  only  to  phone  the  governor  and 
put  in  the  claim  that  the  picket  line  is 
becomeing  unruly  and  demand  National  Gua- 
rds. Bayonets,  te&r-gaa  a.id,  bullets  usuall 
do  what  the  thugs  failed  to  do,  the  pick- 
ets.and  strikers  are  sent  either  to  the 
hospital  or  home  to  empty  cupboards. 

In, Germany  and  Italy  the  right  to 
strike  is  taken  away  from  the  workers. 
Labor  is  put  almost  entirely  unier  Army 
control  and  if  a man  so  much  as  asks  for 
a redress  for  greiv&nce,  he  is  jailed  im- 
mediately. 

It  seams  that  the  men  who  do  all  the 
work  should  have  some  manner  of  protect- 
ion against  these  things  that  threaten 
their  very  life  blood.
